when 62 degrees was reached. 


Out of the thirty-one days in the 


month there were eight clear days, 13 
cloudy and 10 partly cloudy. 


The total precipitation for Decem- 


ber, 
1906 
was great and is beaten by 


only a few years of the past. The to- 
tal for December, 1906 was 2.43 
in- 


ches of precipitation fell. To show ho\\ 
it usually rains or snows during De- 
cember, the data for the last 18 years 
is interesting. In 1888 0.70 inches fell 
in 1893, 0.32 fell; last year only O.OS 
af an inch fell in December, 1905.

the month just past is almost a rec- 
ord breaker for precipitation.
